Are’ Limits They . Can 
Charge. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP).— 
At 12:01 a. m. Monday, Govern- 
ment controls will be clamped on 
the prices charg@d by virtually 
every manufacturer and whole- 
saler in the United States. 

Each wholesaler and manufac- 


licensee, privileged to’ do business 
only so long as he sells his goods 
and his services at prices no high- 
er than those fixed by the Office 
of Price Administration. This 
ceiling, designed to block rising 


.| living costs, is the highest price 


each charged during March. 

One week from tomorrow, the 
over-all March ceiling takes effect 
on prices that America’s 1,900,000 
‘retail establishments may charge 
the buying public for virtually 
everything consumers eat, use or 
wear, 

The Government has had about 
50 per cent of the wholesale price 
structure under controls imposed 
by more than 100 separate regu- 
lations and price schedules, and 
many retailers have thus benefited. 

For the vast majority of retail- 
ers, however, the wholesale price 
controls effective tomorrow will 
mark their first experience with 
OPA ceilings on the cost of their 
merchandise. 

Week to Stock Up. 

They will have a week to stock 
up at March wholesale prices be- 
fore they, in turn, must adjust 
their selling prices to that level.

The manufacturer - wholesaler 
ceiling applies to every commodity 
or product, domestic or imported, 
which is neither covered by a 
separate OPA regulation nor spe- 
cifically excluded from the uni- 
versal ceiling, Specific exemptions 
include raw farm products, eggs 
and poultry, flour, mutton and 
lamb, fresh fish and game, live 
animals, movies and publications, 
used automobiles and securities.

WPB Limits Nightgown Length, 


Bars Frills on Slips or Pajamas) 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP). — 
The Government today restricted 
the length of women’s nightgowns 
and ordered the. frills trimmed 


from them and also from alipa, 
ts and pajamas. 

In another of its orders designed 
to save textiles, the War Produc- 
tion Board directed that no night- 
e| gown be manufactured longer than 
54 inches for’a size 36 with cor- 
responding lengths for other sizes. 

The order also prohibits ruffles, 
all-over pleating or tucking, full 
sleeves and “excessive” lengths or 
sweeps. 

All stocks of the articles on hand 
as of Monday or in process of 
manufacture before Monday are 
exempt from the order. ' 

The restrictions provide

For extraordinary achievements 
while flying the Harriman diplo- 
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and on a flight to Scotland, Tech 
nical Sergt. Francis G. Denery, 38 
years old, was decorated today with 
the Distinguished Flying’ Cross 
with oak leaf cluster. 

The award was presented by Col. 
Lowell H. Smith, commanding of- 
ficer at Davis-Monthan Field, at 
a review. The cross was awarded 
for “extraordinary achievements 
of a 20,000-mile flight to Moscow” 
from Bolling Field, Washington, 
D. CGC. from Sept. 13 to Oct. 18, 
1941, with a Russian-American 
diplomatic party and crew of five. 
The oak leaf cluster was added for 
a flight from Bolling Field ‘to 
Prestwick, Scotland, earlier in Sep- 
tember, 1941. 

Dernery’s flight, said the citation, 
“accomplished the purpose of pro- 
viding a survey of a new route 
to Russia and opened a new route 
to the Near East and the Far 
East as well.” 

Denery, assigned at the Tucson 
airbase, ‘declined. to ‘discuss the 
flights on orders from Washington. 
He enlisted in the Air Corps Sept. 
28, 1928, at Albany, N. Y., after 
serving as an automobile and plane 
mechanic. Prior to June, 1941, he 
served four years at March Field., 
Cdl., and during two years of that 
tithe was flight engineer for Capt.

There have been some indica- 
tions that Ickes and his aids did 
not believe such short rations were 
necessary. 
Commenting on the rationing 
program, Ickes emphasized today 
that his job began and ended with 
the problem of getting all possible 
supplied of gasoline to the Hast 
“oast, 

“The function of rationing those 
supplies after they get to the Hast 
Coast belongs to the office of 
Leon Henderson,” Ickes said. “He 
is doing a conscientious job. We 
will assist him in every way we 


can.” 
Some Easing Proposed. 

At the same time, Ickeg recom- 
mended to the War Production 
Board that both the rationing re- 
strictions and those on filling sta- 
tions be lifted for 93 counties in 
New York, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Virginia. A WPB 
spokesman said he thought WPB 
would approve the recommenda- 
tion. 

Ickes said his recommendation 
was based on reports from the

Probable Staff Advice 
On Invasion of Europe. 


Many experts believe that the outcome of 
World War II will be determined during 
1942 on the Russian steppes. From the 
Soviet Union have come urgent represen- 
tations that the conflict will- be lost unless 
England and the United States open a sec- 
ond front on the European mainland. Deci- 
sions of grand strategy are made by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill.

The opening of an adequate second front 
in Europe cannot be achieved through air 
power alone.

Too Few Big Bombers, 


Long-Distance Fighters. 

Owing to “brass hat” impediments, only 
the first shadow of an American heavy bomb- 
er armada is beginning to emerge. Produt- 
tion of 500 a month is not due before 1943. 
England, which rejected the Flying Fortress 
with scorn up to 1941, is still farther behind. 

No country, including the United States, 
has yet devised a long-distance pursuit plane. 
Inventors have found it impossible to com- 
‘bine in one craft a large gasoline capacity 
and the fighter’s essential weight of gun 
and engine power, armor and structural 
stamina to resist the violent strains of com- 
bat acrobatics. Lack of such a plane makes 
little difference to Germany, with its concen- 
trated. geographical position and thousands 
of scattered air bases.

I am not allowed to tell you 
much of what goes on at Combined 
Operations H. Q., just as I am not 
allowed to tell you a great deal of 
what the men who comprise the 
Commandos are up to, a situation 
which is not likely to change so 
long as the war lasts and which 
has already given the public a dis- 
torted picture of ‘these unusual 
troops as bands of exalted but 
hardly three-dimensional super- 
men. However, with the under- 
standing that I would be discreet, 
I have recently been permitted to 
visit a couple of Commandos in 
training and to talk to a number 
of their officers and men, an ex- 
perience which has given me a 
somewhat different view of these 
forces — less glamorous, perhaps, 
but by no means less reassuring. 


First Formed in July, 1940. 


Information thus far given out 
indicates that the first Commando 
—or group that would now be 
called a Commando—was organ- 
ized sometime in July, 1940, just 
after Dunkerque. The public, how- 
ever, did not become aware of the 
existence of such troops until 
March, 1941, when the press guard- 
edly announced the formation of 
a corps. delite, whose members 
were being picked from the Army 
at large and trained with unprece- 
dented rigor for purposes unspeci- 
fied. 

Civilians heard little more on the 
subject until last October, when 
Combined Operations H. Q. finally 
opened up with a long general 
statement about the new organiza- 
tion and, for the first. time in this 
war, publicly used the word “Com- 
mando.” 

Credit for resurrecting the word, 
which had been all but forgotten 
since the Boer War, during: which 
it was used to refer to organized 
bands of Boer guerrillas, is gener- 
ally given to Mr. Churchill. This | 
seems a reasonable proposition in 
view of the Prime Minister’s flair 
for the apt and colorful word and 
the fact that he was a front-line 
war correspondent at a time when 
the South African Commandos 
were big news. 

Praise Unwelcome. 

Once the public realized the po- 
tentialities of the Commandos, its 
interest in them was naturally live- 
ly. Here was action; the implica- 


trained to land on foreign shores 
in special boats, were manna ‘to 
all the “invade-the-Contizent” 
wishful thinkers of that period. 
Newspaper writers went to work 
on imaginativé feature stories 
praising the new troops. 

Most such buildups were intense-| 
ly disliked by Commando men of 
all ranks; finding themselves de- 
scribed, in the words of at least 
one writer, as “the toughest men 
on earth” makes them wince and 
groan. 

Such phrases, they ‘feel, are un- 
fortunate. For one thing, the pub- 
lio gets the wrong idea of the 
Commandos, tending to -;romanti- 
cize the men in them as dare- 
devil cutthroats; for another, the 
rest of the Army is led to resent. 
these men as swaggering, undis- 
ciplined tough guys, overpublicized 
and overprivileged. It is a com- 
mon fallacy among ordinary sol- 
diers that Commando men get ex- 
tra pay and never do any parades.

He gave me the 
name of the town in which I would 
find them and made a reservation 
for me there at the hotel they 
were occupying. 

Arriving early one evening, I 
dined alone and then went into 
the lounge, where I introduced 
myself and showed my credentials 
to a staff captain who was work- 
ing over a crossword puzzle in the 
Times—his only relaxation, he later 
told me. I think that I won his 
respect by helping him with one or 
two of the definitions that worried 
him, 


When he had completed the 
puzzle he put the paper aside and 
we began to talk Commandos. 
There are very few officers on the 
brigade staff, he said, and all have 
seen service in one Commando or 
another; there are none of the 
conventional “staff jobs” in the 
outfit. Each officer thinks the 
Commando he came from is the 
best and inter-Commando rivalry 
makes any shoptalk healthily com- 
batant. Where they all unite is 
in general pro-Commando fervor. 


All Fighting Men. 


Every man in the Commandos is 
a volunteer and started out in an 
ordinary regiment; nobody can join 
the Commandos from civilian life. 
A Commando, as a military forma- 
tion, is different in structure from 
any other Army unit. For one 
thing, the proportion of available 
fighting men ig higher than else- 
where; indeed, every Commando 
man is actually a fighting man, 
for the few who work ag clerks, 
drivers, and so on have to meas 
ure up to the general standard of 
fitness and skill at arms and to 
take time out regularly from their 


in as allround soldiers. 
Commandos also differ from 
other units of the Army in that, 
since the men buy their own meals, 
there are no cooks, However, every 
Commando soldier has to know 
something about preparing food 
and cooking it as a part of mak- 
ing him independent in the field. 
Often, on exercises, arrangements 
are made for the purchase of live 
sheep from farms en route, and 
these are given to the men to be 
killed and cooked. 

Living-Out System. 

I asked my companion about the 
question of moriey, and he said 
that the widespread notion that 
Commando pay is higher than or- 
dinary Army pay is a result of the 
living-out system on which the 
Commandos operate. The-men are 
neither billeted nor fed by the 
Army. Instead, each Commando 
receives an allowance of six shill- 
ings and eight-pence a day (offi- 
cers double), with which he has 
to house and feed himself. 
Considering the appetite-creating 
work required by the Commandos 
and the high cost of living in war- 
ne, teee ares ae argin ‘See 
‘luxuries. The allowance is with- 
held whenever a man isn’t paying 
his own way. Thus, when a Com- 
mando undertakes operations 
against the enemy, such as a raid 
on a Nazi-occupied coast, the men 
in it lose their allowance. 

The living-out system, the staff 
captain went on to say, ig one of 
the fundamentals of the whole 
Commando idea. Some ef the offi- 
cers who have been with the Com- 
mandos since the start admit 
frankly that they were skeptical 
at first. They thought the system 
would be fatal to discipline. There 
would be no lights-out time, no

After consolidating their conquests in the Dutch 
East Indies, the Japs launched a new drive south- 
eastward, and were beaten off with heavy losses by 
United Nations sea and air forces in the Coral Sea. 

. This summarizes the good news which today en- 
titles the people on the home front to give a hearty 
cheer, though with a few reservations. is 
There need be no reservations, however, as to the 
fighting prowess and skill of the men aboard our’ 
ships and planes in this prodigious six-day battle. 
They had what it took to send this formidable enemy 
rocking back on his heels. 

Their victory undoubtedly saves Australia from in- 
vasion, at least for the time being. It prevents the 
cutting of our vital supply and communications line 
to Hawaii and the mainland. It pushes back a dan- 
gerous flanking movement. And, by every enemy 
warship temporarily or permanently put out of 
action, it reduces Japanese power to just that degree. 
Gen. MacArthur’s communique is realistic. He 


“the enemy has been repulsed.” The Allied com- 
mander’s statement that Japanese claims of damage 
to our naval forces are fantastic is borne out’ by his 
laconic assertion, “Our attacks will continue.” After 
such a furious battle, we must brace ourselves for 
news of losses. But since our forces are pressing 
their advantage, these cannot be crippling losses. 
The Japs have felt American power before, though 
never to such an extent as this. In the Battle of 
Macassar Strait in January, our forces worked havoc 
on a big enemy convoy, but severe losses did not stop 
the Japs’ advance. They pushed on to attack Java 
and other East Indian islands. This time, however, 
the enemy force has definitely withdrawn. 

Victory for the Japs in this. new engagement would 
have meant all-out attacks and probably invasion of 
Australia. Their victory in the Battle of Java in 
late February, a crushing defeat fdr the Allies, 
doomed that important stronghold. Now Australia 
has at least a breathing’ spell. Premier John Curtin 
has done no wishful thinking at any stage, and he 
now says: “I have no doubt other battles have yet 
to be fought as part of a struggle which must con- 
tinue until the enemy is defeated or we are con- 
quered.” 

For the Japs, a southeastward attack was, and re- 
mains, a strategic “must.” American fighting men 
and equipment are pouring into the island conti- 
nent in increasingly formidable numbers. Australia 
is being made into a powerful base for pushing back 
the aggressors. Their drives in China, India and 
the Indian Ocean are in constant peril while this 
menace remains at their rear. Only if Australia is 
conquered or cut off can Japan be secure. 

The Japs had a taste of this growing power in the 
constant bombing raids of recent weeks on their 
bases in New Guinea, New Britain and other advance 
points, So many aircraft were destroyed there that 
few if any land-based Jap planes could be used in the 
Battle of the Coral Sea, and their absence may well 
have been the decisive factor. At any rate, it ap- 
pears that the Allies in this battle at last had air 
superiority, a disastrous lack in the other engage- 
ments of the war to date. 

The heavy toll of warships must be a serious mat- 
ter for the Japs. Their navy-yard production cannot 
begin to keep up with such losses. Disabled craft 
have a journey of some 3600 miles to reach’ home re- 
pair yards. Hallett Abend, an experienced Far East- 
ern correspondent, makes this point clear in his 
new book, “Ramparts of the Pacific”: 


The ultimate defeat of Japan need not—proba- 
bly will not—occur at any one stupendous naval 
battle with the last powerful gathering of her 
fleet guarding the home islands of the Empire. 
The defeat is being accomplished bit by bit, as 
the size of her Navy is reduced by individual 


sinkings of ship after ship. 

Just when the margin will have been reduced 
to the point where defeat becomes a matter of 
mathematical calculation, only the Japanese high 
command will know, but every time a newspaper 
headline blazons the destruction of another unit 
of Nippon’s Navy, then the once Rising Sun 
flag has moved just that much nearer its final 
setting, for the output of her shipyards cannot 
compensate for the rate of attrition suffered by 
her fighting ships and her transports in the 
opening months of this war. 

But, regardless of attrition and of mass losses in 
the Coral Sea, the Japs may be counted upon to lick 
their wounds, rally their still powerful forces and 
return to the attack. This is no time for all-out 
jubilation. Our side must continue to concentrate 
ships and planes and men in the crucial Pacific zone. 
We must be prepared for a perhaps even greater 
battle than the one just concluded. The real test is 


still ahead.

He can do little more 
than stand by in chagrin as a rat haven builds up 
in his back yard. 

On the recommendation of the Health Commis- 
sioner, the Aldermen have asked the Board of Esti- 
mate and®Apportionment to provide funds which 
would enable the city to undertake this service. If 
@ small special tax is deemed necessary, few will 
protest against it. 

In addition to these two basic clean-up services, 
the city—and the Health-Department in particular— 
ought to give consideration to the possibilities of a 
co-ordinated campaign of rat extermination. Such 
campaigns have been undertaken elsewhere with 
considerable success. They make it possible for pub- 
lic co-operation to keep this pest under control. 
Such steps cannot be opposed on the ground of 
economy. Their cost, compared with the cumulative 
property damage caused by rats, is slight. And when 
the rat is considered as a disease carrier, the safe- 
guarding of public health, now more important than 
ever, makes a campaign against him imperative.

During March, the United Stateq. reached and 
passed the goal set for it by President Roosevelt as a 
“hundred-billion-dollar country.”

HE problem of settlement is more vital 
today than ever before. Swelling the 
ranks of our depression migrants to 
possibly 6,000,000 is a fresh stream of 
human traffic moving toward the new in- 
dustrial opportunities opened up by the 
national war program. When the emergen- 


may wake to find itself existing in a limbo 
of lost settlement rights. 

‘For, as protective barriers, 46 states have 
settlement laws that deny public assistance 
to any except those who have been residents 
for’ a period ranging from six months to 
five years, and which provide for loss of 
settlement after an absence of anywhere 
from three months to five years. 

Though the right to move may seem a 
hollow substitute for real security, it often 
is an avenue down which one travels toward 
increased well-being. Blocking the way, 
however, are the settlement laws of those 
46 states, Their purpose is twofold: to set 
up qualifications of eligibility for public as- 
sistance, and to fix responsibility of as- 
sistance upon the locality of compliance to 
these qualifications. 

The fact that there is wide disparity in 
the state laws imposes extra burdens upon 
the migrant. A man may leave Utah and 
lose his settlement in four months and; 
should he migrate to Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, New Jersey 
or Kansas, it will require five years for him 
to gain settlement there. 

And if, at any time during this proba- 
tionary period of residence, he should ac- | 
cept assistance, his right to settlement will 
thereby be canceled. ; 

* * 

In many states, a resident can lose his 
settlement much more quickly than a new- 
comer can gain it. Im Illinois, Alabama, 
Georgia and West Virginia, he need only 
make public declaration of his intention to 
abandon his state residence upon leaving 
to nullify his settlement rights. 

Only North Carolina, Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania and Connecticut have made the sensi- 
ble provision that a man cannot lose his 
settlement until he has gained it in another 
state. 

In New York State, settlement is gained 
by continuous residence in town or city for 
one year without receiving public aid. A 
recent study has shown that the average 
residence of non-settled relief clients in 
that State before they received the status, 
of “State charges” was over six years. 


A 72-year-old woman who had lived all 
her life in a certain city went to make her 
home with her son who lived across the 
river in a smaller community. After a 
month, the son died, and she returned to 
the city to find she had lost settlement 
there and at the same time had no claim 
on the smaller township. 

Edward J. Kelly, Mayor of Chicago, testi- 
fied before the Migration Committee that 
the Illinois settlement laws effect great 
hardship on the poor. 

“I can cite one case,” he said, Hof — 
young colored man who came here think- 
ing that he could get work or ‘gét relief. 
Of course, he was not recognized. He be- 
came a highwayman. He shot a policeman. 
The policeman shot him. He got 199 years 
in the penitentiary, 

“He was starving. He could not get on 
relief. He could not get a job. He could 
not get anything. He finished up with 199 
years.” 

These cases of human beings caught in 
the tough and stubborn web of settlement 
laws can be multiplied by thousands, 


How, then, can the problem of caring for 
the migrant be solved? When the war pro- 
gram ends, shall all of the unsettled people 
in the country who are in need be trans- 
ported at enormous expense to their home 
communities? | 

Will these home communities open their 
arms to the prodigals and attempt to fit 
them into a precarious economic structure? 
Or will they not possibly resent the fact 
that, though they have derived no benefit 
whatever from the emigrant’s defense em- 
ployment, they must care for him now? 

Looking ahead to this situation, some of the 
country’s ablest minds have suggested that 
the social] security program be broadened to 
include a fourth category of gerferal relief. 
This would be based upon grants-in-aid 
made to states provided that they nullify 
all existing settlement laws.

To Nazify It 


Invaders Try in 
Vain to ‘Persuade’ 
People They Are 
Actually Germans.

WASHINGTON, May. 9. 
WO years ago tomorrow a tiny, 
T prosressive constitutional mon- 
archy, not as big as Rhode 
Island, disappeared in the initial 
hours of the Nazis’ Western cam- 
paign that ended in the collapse 
of France less than 50 days later. 
In those two years its history 
has been that of every other region 
to come under the iron heel of 
Hitler’s legions and the Gestapo 
that follow in their wake. It is 
the story of loot and plunder, of 
persecutions, of progressive impov- 
erishment. 


But the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg has a distinction in the pat- 
tern of conquest that Hitler has 
imposed on Europe. It has been 
annexed without formal annexa- 
tion and its citizens now are in 
the process of being “persuaded” 
that they are actually Germans, a 
process to which they have reacted 
violently, 

Living in the pocket where the 
frontiers of Germany, France and 
Belgium meet, their neutrality 
guaranteed by a series of interna- 
tional agreements, there were some 
who disagreed with the early 
morning departure of the Grand 
Duchess Charlotte and her min- 
isters. 


Survey by Official. 

“Those people,” says a survey 
by Pierre Krier, the Duchy’s Min- 
ister of Labor, “imagined that it 
would have been possible to main- 
tain the free and independent state 
of Luxembourg even under a tem- 
porary German military occupa- 
tion, ' 

“But these illusions completely 
vanished,” Krier continues. “The 
acts of the German civil adminis- 
tration and the political aspirations 
of the Nazis, pursued with such 


Franks sighted a small island 
through heavy grourd fog. He 
didn’t know whether the island 
was Japanese-held but had no al- 
ternative except to land.

Next 
morning we were starting repairs 
when a heavy Japanese bomber 
flew directly overhead. Apparently 
the crew didn’t sight our plane,

Crude Runway. : 

Meanwhile natives, gathering 
from as far as 20 miles, said they 
could get gasoline. None of us put 
much faith in the promise because 
there were no automobiles on the 
island. 

We had found an old map and 
discovered we were 200 miles from 
the nearest friendly base — all 
across water, Nevertheless, Franks 
and I began building a runway 
across the soft sand with the help 
of a few Filipinos and one shovel. 

In three days we had completed 
an improvised runway at a cost of 
14 pesos, for labor and the pur- 
chase of coconut fiber which was 


used to stabilize the sand. . 


On the third day everybody had 
@ terrific scare when an unidenti- 
fied launch was seen approaching. 
The natives quickly gathered their 


more gas left with which to try 
to find a cove and set the plane 
down in the water. We tightened 
our “Mae Wests.” Franks tied a 
safety belt around his right leg 
and my left leg, since it was not 
large enough to encircle both, 
Sneed reached back, shook hands 
with both of us and said, “Well, 
this is it.” 

Sneed flew gradually closer, the 
engine barking and spitting fire. 
He skimmed along beautifully un- 
til the prop hit the water, then he 
cut the engine, which was so hot 
after four hours’ flying that we 
feared an explosion, 

The plane hit easy. Then, as the 

nose sank, it flipped over. We 
were hanging with our heads in 
the water. Sneed was thrown 
clear. “Franks and I loosened the 
safety belt and rose to the sur- 
face, where we all clung to the 
wings. 
I had a flashlight. Franks, who 
wag unable to swim, told me to 
dive to the sinking cockpit. I res- 
cued a can of corn beef. We 
started paddling to the shore, 
which was some 500 yards distant. 
The life preservers were incorrect- 
ly fastened and kept choking us. 

Sneed supported Franks, who 
twice swallowed water and sank 
despite the life preserver. 


Hour’s Swim to Shore. 


After an hour’s fight through 
high waves and outgoing tide, I 
made shore, exhausted, and 
climbed the rocks to shine a bea- 
con light for Sneed and Franks. 
Again we didn’t know on what 
island we had landed. We feared 
it possibly was Cebu, which the 
Japanese had invaded a few days 
previously. By the dim glow of 
the flashlight we inventoried our 
possessions: wrist watches stopped 
by salt water, one compass, one 
.45 automatic, a package of water- 
soaked cigarettes and wallets. 

Despite our utter exhaustion, the 
bugs prevented us from sleeping.

It. is, ‘however, my in- 
tention to point out that the iden- 
tity of the applicant for a card, 
his place of residence, and the 
size of his family, are not es- 
tablished by. anything except his 
word and his signature. To check 
these things after the card is 
issued is difficult to do, The ap- 
plicant has to describe himself 
as of a certain height, weight and 
coloring. But he is not compelled 
in any case to purchase his own 
sugar; my cook, for instance, can 
purchase mine, as she doubtless 
will. And the descriptions are 
vague enough to fit many. Any- 
how, you can’t turn every grocer 
into a detective, 
* * 

CTUALLY, no rationing can 

be : thoroughly effective, un- 

less it begins by the unques- 
tioned establishment of the iden- 
tity of the holder of the, card. 

Now this is not difficult to do. 
It is, as a matter of fact, done 
in the case of every “enemy” alien. 
He has had to register, present 
three photographs, of which two 
were kept by the office, and in 
return receive an identification 
card, with his photograph on it 
and a description of his person- 
ality; something like a passport. 
And this has not been handed 
him on the spot, but mailed reg- 
istered to the address given, and 
the postman instructed to deliver 
it only against the personal sig- 
Mature of the applicant, and to 
compare the photograph with the 
face of the signatory. 

Now, an effective rationing sys- 
tem demands that every person 
applying for rations possess 
similar certificate of identity,‘ and 
that ration cards can only be de- 
livered against such a certificate, 
which is then stamped whenever 
a ration card is issued. 

The possession of such an iden- 
tification card is no humiliation 
of any kind. It is just common 
sense, and efficient protection of 
the honest against the chiselers 
or the outright criminals.

So what happens is that loyal

HE whole system should be 

carefully thought through and 

fixed so that it becomes really 
extremely difficult to cheat. And 
in such a total war, the establish- 
ment of everyone’s identity is a 
sine qua non to effective civilian 
defense—for workers in munitions 
factories; for visitors to war zones; 
for dockhands and shipyard work- 
ers, and everyone in a position 
where he might do damage. 


There are more serious things 
going*on in this country than have 
been publicized, or than it is wise 
to publicize while the authorities 
are on the search. But the au- 
thorities will never be able to ful- 
fill their tasks as they should, un- 
less we start right now, with the 
establishment of the identity of 
every resident in the United States.

These borrowers have repaid the 
corporation a total of $24,427,946. 
The rest of the $30,261,510 collected 
to date, or $5,833,564, has been paid 
by purchasers of HOLC properties. 
About 98 per cent of these pur- 
ehasers are current. or less than 
three months in arrears. 

Of the properties stil owned by 
the HOLL and available to yield 
income, 92 per cent are rented. 
Most of those unavailable for in- 
come are being held for sale only.- 

In its lending period from 1933 
to 1936, the HOLC refinanced mort- 
gages on 8.2 per cent of the own- 
er-occupied non-farm homes in 
Missouri. The proportion ranged 
from 15.8 per cent in St. Louis 
County to none in Camden and 
Ozark counties. 

Nationally, the HOLC granted 
more than a million loans, totaling 
$3,093,000,000, to home owners who 
were on the average delinquent 
more than two years on principal, 
interest and taxes and had no oth- 
er source of mortgage credit.

“I've been hearing that I am 
feuding with Ford Frick about the 


National League's new rule against F 


managers arguing with umpires 
and about our players going around 
making trouble all the time,” he 
declared in his best booming bari- 
tone, “but that’s a lot of bosh. 


“Actually I am in entire agree 
ment with Frick on his rule. No 
manager can sit in a dugout and 
judge a ball or a strike and I never 
heard any of them say they could. 
Therefore, it is silly for them to 
be running out on the field all the 
time arguing and delaying the 
game. 

“T have talked to the president 
of the National League about this 
only once. That was after Manager 
Leo Durocher, Whit Wyatt, Dolph 
Camilli and Fred Fitzsimmons all 
were thrown out of the game in 
St. Louis by Ziggy Sears. 

“Now as soon as I found out 
players like Wyatt, Fitzsimmons 
and Camilli were thrown out I 
figured something was wrong be- 
cause those fellows don’t get 
thrown out of a game once in five 
years. 

“So I called Frick and asked him 
what had happened and I asked 
him if the umpire had ordered 
Durocher out of the game before 
he came up to the plate and said 
anything, just on the umpire’s as- 
sumption that my manager was 


going to put on a scene. Frick 
didn’t know, because he read me 
the umpire’s report and it didn’t 


“But he agreed with me that an 
umpire has no right to throw some- 
body out for what he reads in his 
mind and I agreed with him that 
if Durocher went up to the plate 
and talked to the catcher in an 
effort to embarrass the' umpire, 
then he should have been ordered 
out. 

“Well, is that a feud? I have 
a reputation as a feudist,” he said 
with a broad grin spreading over 
his freckled face, “so now anytime 
I talk to anyone people say I've 
got a new feud. 

“That's the way it is with our 
ball club. We're supposed to be 
troublemakers, yet we hadn’t had 
a player ordered out of a game 
this season till that rumpus at St.

these “committees of neighbors” 
in the price setup. 

They are part of a broad effort 
in Washington to reconcile the 
necessity for Government controls 
with the need for keeping Govern- 
ment close to the people. They 
have counterparts in the local 
Selective Service Boards and in 
the local farmers committees un- 
der the soil-conservation programs. 
In rationing such scarce goods 
as automobiles and tires, the lo- 
cal board has the grave respon- 
sibility of saying whose service 
to the community most warrants 
his having a car and tires. 

In the field of price control, they 
will serve mainly to help local 
merchants with their reporting 
problems, But they also will hear 
complaints of citizens who believe 
a merchant is pushing prices up.

Dr. Alfred Schwartz Says Heredity 
Is Important Only as to

Development of personality traits 
in children is determined largely 
by their environment in infancy 
and pre-school years, Dr. Alfred

The “problem child” is not a bad 
child, Dr. Schwartz observed, but 
one whose personality traits have 
been inadequately developed or 
poorly directed.

Now, 
out of thig year’s experimentation, 
Stephens College has announced 
the addition of a new course to the 
school curriculum—a course de- 
signed to train women for respons- 
ible positions in the commercial 
air transportation industry. 


This college course in commer-, 


cial aviation is the first in ‘the 
country.

And, considered so important to 
the future of commercial aviation 
that it has been given. Government 
acknowledgment, the research ma- 
terial for the Stevens course has 
been requested for Government use 
in an aviation education research 
project.

lines participating in the Stephens 
plan will keep close check on the 
airline business and various cam- 
pus clinics will be utilized to cor- 
rect the defects of young women 
taking the intensive training. For 
instance, a girl who needs to per- 
fect here telephone voice or im- 
prove her speech will be given a 
course in the Stephens speech 
clinic; another may be advised to 
consult the personal grooming 
counselors to ward off a tendency 
toward sloppy dress; still another 
may take a side course to im- 
prove her typing and shorthand. 

During the past year, the girls 
taking the non-credit course of an 
hour, twice each week, and meet- 
ing a regular intervals with air- 
line lecturers for a listening and 
question-asking meeting, have ab- 
sorbed enough aviation knowledge 
to be in demand already by regu- 
lar airlines. 


“This course,” says Instructor 
Newland, “is: no superficial treat- 
ment of the subject of aviation. 
When a. Stephens girl is graduated 
in commercial aviation she _ will 
have had every experience of a 
regular employe on a regular air- 
line. If a passenger were to ask 
her what makes an airplane stay 
up in the air, through her knowl- 
edge of aerodynamics she would 
be able not only to tell him, but 
also to tell him thoroughly and in- 
telligently. If asked to chart the 
shortest course between Tokyo and 
Panama Canal, she would not 
guess it as being directly across 
the Pacific. She would know that 
it is via Alaska, Seattle, Denver 
and then south to the Canal. Or 
if she were asked by an old lady 
with a five-hour layover in In- 
dianapolis where to spend the 
time sight-seeing, a Stephens 
graduate would be able to give the 
information, and that passenger’s 
time would not be wasted.” 

Newland, as Director of Ste 
phens’ Aviation Department, was 
chosen for the job because he pos- 
sessed the necessary educational 
background plus a knowledge and 
interest in the aviation industry. 
Formerly a teacher of music, he 
has long been interested in flying, 
organized the first flying club at 
Ohio State College, was co-ordina- 
tor of Civilian Pilot Training .at 
Olivette College. He is an ex-plane 
salesman and has done some air 
racing. When commissioned by 
Stephens College to sutvey the ma- 
jor airlines of the United States 
to determine the present and fu- 
ture possibilities for women in air- 
line positions, Newland came back 
with a report of enthusiasm on 
the part of airline executives and 
with promises of co-operation of 
the airlines in. establishing . the 
course, This summer he will write 
the first college texthook on ,com- 
mercial aviation.

The waiters 
tried. to get him to leave but he 
wouldn’t. Finally they quieted him 
down. 


“Well, there was hell to pay. A 
delegation called on me and ex- 
plained he was one of the best 
customers of the room and occu- 
pied a $10,000 a year suite at the 
hotel. I was told I would have 
to be more careful of the way I 
talked to guests. I told them it 
was either him or me; that I 
would not perform again if he 
were present, He was barred from 
the room.”

OW for Napoleons—that de- 
Ntienteut bit of French pastry 

that melts in the mouth. If you 
have mastered the art of making 
puff paste, the rest will be easy; 
if not, don’t shy away, as it isn't 
at all difficult. Certain rules have 
to be followed and with a little prac- 
tice one can acquire professional 
technique, 

When you master the making of 
good puff paste, you will be able 
to include in your recipe repertoire 
delicious tarts, turnovers, patty 
shells, rissoles, vol-au-vents and, of 
course, Napoleons. 

PUFF PASTE. 

Have ingredients cold, work rap- 
idly, handle dough lightly and as 
little as possible. Butter must be 
washed for superior pastry and 
this is accomplished by placing but- 
ter in a mixing bowl, holding it 
under cold’ running water and 
squeezing it with the hands until 
it is soft and waxy. Puff paste 
requires a hot oven and should be 
baked on a tin sheet covered with 
a double thickness of unglazed 
brown paper. 

Use one-half. pound butter, one- 
half pound pastry flour, cold water 
(six to eight teaspoons). 

Wash butter, squeeze and fold un- 
til all water is extracted. Cut two 
tablespoons of butter into flour, 
add cold water and knead the 
dough five minutes. Roll to one- 
fourth inch thickness, keeping paste 
rectangular and corners square, 
Place remaining butter in center 


cold earthen bowl, cover over with 
a napkin wrung out of cold water 
and chill in the refrigerator for at 
least one hour. Cut into desired 
shapes, place on papered baking 
sheet and bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees) for five minutes, reduce 
heat to moderate (375 degrees) and 
bake about 30 minutes. 
NAPOLEONS. 

Double recipe for puff paste. 
Divide in thirds and roll each third 
as thinly as possible and of ap- 
proximate size. Prick each sheet 
with a fork before baking in hot 
oven. Bake until sheets are deli- 
cately browned. When cool put to- 
gether as three layers, using a thick 
cream filling made as follows; 

CREAM FILLING.

Picture Market Feeling Pressure of 
Shortages, Locally and Nationally.

VEN if there is not the slightest hint, as yet, that motion pictures 
ever will be rationed, those pesky shortages that exist everywhere 
else are beginning to catch up with the amusement business. . 

Within the past week, announcement was made here that the Am- 

basseador Theater might close, some time soon, because of a “shortage” 
ef good pictures. In Washington, the War Production Board slapped 
a $5000 limit on new materials for motion picture settings in any one 
picture, again with “shortage” in the background. : 
. And in Hollywood, not only is there a limit on young leading men, 
but on everything from novel and play scripts to ordinary steel nails. 
In an industry where for long it has been necessary only to put up 
enough money to get anything you wanted, this is a staggering situa- 
tion. Some of its geniuses will have to be ingexious. 

Ever: since this thing hit us, Hollywood has been more or heat 
coasting along, as for example, see pictures of the week. All that the 
current screen can offer is a child’s zoological collection, “Jungle Book,” 
at Loew's; a new edition of “Broadway,” the old prohibition era melo- 
drama, at the Fox; a holdover of “My Gal Sal” at the Ambassador, two 
continued run films at the Missouri, two revivals at the St. Louis and 
Class B support to fill out the picture. 

Certain of these offerings are not without value. “Jungle Book” 
has a fine set of color plates and that old devil-tiger, Shere Khan, is a 
beauty, in spite of his evil nature. Likewise, a ruined city, which cost. 
immensely more than $5000, is impressive and a fire at the finish of 
“Jungle Book” is a splendid conflagration. 

“Broadway,” too, has a fragrance that is a mixture of bathtub gin 
and gardenias and many of the songs that were popular 15 and 20’ 
years ago. And who can deny, with “My Gal Sal,” in its second week, 
that Rita Hayworth makes eyesight a gift of the gods? 

There is even some consolation in a revival of “The Kennel Murder 
Case” at the St. Louis, which is a good, tight mystery and gives us 


another view of the late Etienne Girardot, who was a wonderfully | 


funny little man. But generally the motion picture week in St. Louis 
cannot be recommended as the peak of the season, in any sense, 

Next week, maybe. The screen version of Ellen Glasgow's Pulitzer 
prize novel, “In This Our Life,” comes to the Fox; an adaptation of 
John Steinbeck’s “Tortilla Flat” to Loew's. In these two alone will be 
such star favorites as Bette Davis, Olivia de Havilland, — Brent, 
Spencer Tracy, John Garfield and Hedy Lamarr. 


Neat Trick—To Make 
Movies on a Smaller Scale 

OREOVER, the booking sheets for times ahead contain a variety 
M:-: good titles—“My Favorite Blonde,” “Tuttles of Tahiti,” “Synco- 

pation,” “Moontide,” “Rio Rita,” “Three’s a Crowd,” “I Married 
An Angel,” “Panama Hattie,” “Arsenic and Old Lace,” “The Constant 
Nymph,” “The Loves of Edgar Allan Poe,” “George Washington Slept 
Here,” “The Magnificent Ambersons,” “The Moon and Sixpence” and 
“Wake Island.” 

But the point is, if one will examine this list, that much of it 
comes from literary product of some time back.

"Heroes of the Sea" Hits 
While the News Is Hot 


T happens that the Russians made a picture last year that is just 

the article for this week, when battle resounds from the South Pa- 

cific. It happens, also, that the Art Theater, 3143 Olive street, is 
showing that picture, “Heroes of the Sea,” at the most appropriate 
time it could have picked. 

For anyone who -wislies to see how modern naval warfare is con- 
ducted, here is a comprehensive survey of the whole business—battle- 
ships blasting away, cruisers scurrying along the horizon, destroyers 
and submarines playing the desperate game of hunter and hunted 
patrol bombers dropping loads of explosives on surface craft, fast 
motor torpedo boats streaking through the waves, smoke, thunder, 
more smoke and thunder and catastrophic losses on both sides. Only 
the de luxe aircraft carriers of the Pacfic fleets are missing. 

“Heroes of the Sea,” made by the Soviet studios at Odessa, is 
obviously fictional, since its location in the Black Sea cannot en- 
compass so much of “the enemy” as here seen. And it is equally 
true that the destruction taking place, which seems staggeringly 
real at times, was likely inflicted on models in a tank somewhere. 

Yet there has been no naval picture since “Thunder in the East” 
to have such impressive maneuvers, and even “Thunder in the East” 
must be ruled out of any discussion, as highly unpalatable in these 
days, since it depicted the Japanese fleet (actually the French) in 
action. 


These Fighters Simply Love 
Their Commanding Officers 
S in the case of all Russian pictures, “Heroes of the Sea” pre- 
sents strange sighte—such as women in important posts in the 
fighting services and often in command of men. The central 
romance of the picture is between Alexander, a young submarine 
commander, and Galya, flight commander of a naval air squadron. 
Again, the luxuriance of the Russian resort country on the Black 
Sea and the solid comfort of the residences and rest homes there are 
quite in contrast to the usual idea of Russia, a place of eternal snows 
and log houses. And the tradition of service in the Navy runs in 
families, as in this country, and does not stem from one’s rank in 
the-Communist party. All these ideas are valuable as correction of 
our own, They are not offered as the main purpose of “Heroes of 
the Sea,” but are only incidental observations. :

HE operetta “Porgy and Bess,” a story of love and death 
among the Negro people of Charleston, South Carolina, 
is creating an extremely rare Broadway spectacle by 
being a smash success as a revival when the original pres- 
entation in 1935 was anything else but.. Rival managers 
who admit with envy that the Cheryl Crawford version is a 
box office bonanza recall that the original production was 
only a “lukewarm hit” in its run of 16 weeks.
